BAHRI DRISHTI, Prison Register Number 07145-054, 
an inmate of the U. S. PENTIENTIARY (USP), was brought to an 
interview room handcuffed and under escort. DRISHTI was advised 
of the identity of the interviewing Agents by presentation of 
credentials and was advised the interview concerned his .knowledge 
of an alleged plot to kill various government officials in 
retaliation for his conviction of crimes. DRISHTI immediately 
denied having knowledge of any such events and claimed he was 
innocent of the crimes for which he was convicted. DRISHTI 
advised that he was born October 10, 1937, in Shkodra, Albania, 
and that his nickname is BENNY. For many years he operated a 
successful pizza parlor, which he still owns and which has been 
in continual operation ■ since 1968. 

Regarding his appearances in court, DRISHTI stated that 
the judge was a gentleman, that the Assistant U. S. Attorney did 
his job, and he holds no ill will against these individuals. 

He is of the belief that his defense attorney, now fired,-was 
"not good". He fears for his safety and is shocked that anyone 
would indicate he is a- violent person or intent upon causing 
the-death of any person. Regarding his sentencing judge, DRISHTI 
stated, "God bless him, he should live 150 years." He stated 
that on April 4, 1985, he telephoned his wife and arranged for 
her to personally contact the sentencing judge appealing for 
his release on bail. DRISHTI stated that the judge knows that 
he is innocent arid that he was convicted on the word of two 
incarcerated criminals who lied. 


He denied absolutely and emotionally that he was 
involved in any criminal activity.
